DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the Indication of allowable subject 
matter: None of the references of record show or can be fairly combined to render 
obvious a package substrate comprising multiple signal layers wherein none of the 
receiver signal traces in the package substrate are disposed on a transmitter routing 
layer and none of the transmitter signal traces in the package are disposed on the 
receiver routing layer. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
